The iasue is not the merit or demerit of
the peace treaty or the league-of-nations
covenant. These things will be out of
the way before the national conventions
are held. Discussion of them will be like
holding an inquest over u corpse long
sinee buried, And this peace zettlement
i not a partisan issue, anyway, in spite
of the attempt of Senator Lodge to line
up the Republicans in a fight against the
plan which the President brought back
from Paris. OQutside of Washington the
Republicany and Democrats alike, with
few exceptions, faver the treaty with the
league-of -nations covenant, They wan!
it got out of the way so tha! attention
can be given to domestic matters of the
gravest moment.

Lime

There is no domestic question of
greater importance than that of federsl
taxation. The Kitchin income and ex-
| cess-profits tax law is one of the most
pernicious pieces of sectional and clns:
legislation ever enacted by a Congress
committed to the proposition that those
parts of the country which preferred Re-
publican te Democratie congressmen
should be punished for their presumption.
“We'll get even with the North and the
West and we'll show the manufacturing
states what it meuans to have the Demo-
crats in power,” was the way they talked
while they were putting the bill through.

The State of Pennsylvania, with a
wealth of $15,000,000,000, paid more than
one-fifth of all the sums collected under
the Kitchin law last year. The whole
group of South Atlantic states—Dela-
ware, Maryland, Virginia, West Virginia,
North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia
and Florida—the total wealth of which is
about the same as that of the single state
of Pennsylvania, paid less than one-tenth
of the total and less than one-half the
amount contributed by this state. The
figures are $495,000,000 from this state
and $184,000,000 from the South Atlantic
group. For every dollar that the wealth
of the South Atlantie group had to pay
the wealth of Pennsylvania Had to pay
about $2.65,

And why is this? It is because a cer-
tain class of business which thrives in
the Republican states was selected to
bear the brunt of the bhurden and the
great agricultural industry of the South
was exempted, and it is because every
person whose income did not reach u cer-
tnin figure was also exempted and the tax
on those whose incomes were nbove a
certain figure was doubled and trebled
until the very rich were forced to turn
over to the government G0 per cent of
what they received.

The Kitchin law does not lay an equit-
able tax upon wealth to be horne by
wealth wherever it may be. It lays u
tax only on certain kinds of wealth held
by & certain group of citizens in a cer-
tain section of the country. And it is a
direct tax deliberately devised to exempt
| certain clazses of the population regard-
! less of their aggregate wealth,

And this tax has been handed on to

I
" | the consumers in every part of the coun-

try. It hus increased the first cost of all
manufactured articles and has increased
the retail cost likewise, because the large
retailer in the big centers of population
has added his income tax and his excess-
profits tax to the retail price. The bur-
den has not bheen distributed fuirly over
all industry and all wealth in.the first
place, but it has fallen upon the shoul-
ders of those least able to bear it, namely,
the poor, who have had to pay the in-
crensed prices for what they consume.

The Kitchin law is wrong not only he-
cause it iy class and sectional legislation
but ulso because it levies a direct tax.
The Republicans have consistently advo-
cated indirect taxation. One of the
great merits of raising revenue by a
tariff is that the tax is distributed widely
_and indirectly over the whole consuming
public; and when the tariff is protective
it compensates the consumer by increas-
ing his wages to a greater extent than
the amount of the tax. And the excise
taxes which the Republicans have levied
are also indirect and bear heavily on ne
one.

There must be a radical revision of the
revenue-producing legislation in the near
future and the Republicans must demon-
strate again their ability to deal with
such questions.n & sane and businesslike
manner. The new tax bills will be han-
dled and whipped into shape by Senator
Penrose’s finance committee, even though
they are drafted by the ways and means
commitiee of the House. »

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| TRAVELS IN PHILADELPHIA

Up to Valley Green

MADRIIE.\L had a bad cold, and 1 was

trumpeting with hay fever; and we set
off for consolation in a tramp along the
Wissahickon. Tn the drowsy stillness of a
late August afternoon, with a foreboding
of sutumn chill already in the air, we sneezed
and coughed our way along the lovely ra-
vine. Those lonely glades. that once echoed
to the brisk drumming of horses' hoofs, rang
with our miserable sternutations, The rocky
gullies and pine-scented hillsides became for
ane afternoou the Vallombrosa of jwo valetu-
dinarians. Thoughts of mortal perishment
lay darkly upon us. We had lunched gor-
geously with n charming host who was suf-
fering with sciatica, and had described this
affliction to us as n toothache as long as
vour leg. Then the Ridge uvenue car car-
ried us between two populous cities of the
dead—Laurel 11ill and Mount Vernon Cem-
oteries. Was this (we thought) the begin-
ning of the end?

HE Ridge avenue car set us down at the

mouth of Wissahickon creek. We each
got out a clean hundkerchief from au hip
pocket and determined to make m brave fight
ngainst the dark angel. Under the huge
brown arches of the Reading Rallway, which
have all the cheering gayety of an old Roman
aqueduct, we entered the valley of enchant-
ment. At thix point it occurred to us that
the #incient Romans werg really prohibition-
jsts ut heart, since it was on aqueducts that
they lavished the fullness of their structural
genfus. They never bothered with vino-
ducts,

Perhaps Philadelphians do not quite real-
jze low famous the Wissahickon valley
fr. When my mother was a small girl {o
England there stood on her father's read-
ing table a silk lampshade on which were
painted little scenes of the world's loveliest
beauty glimpses. There wore vistas of
Swiss mountains, Italian Iakes, French en-
thedrals, Duteh canals, English gardens.
Aund then, among these fabled glories, there
was & tiny sketeh of & scene that chiefly
touehed my mother's girlish fancy. Bhe did
nof ever expect to see it, but often, as the
evening lmmplight shone through it, her eye
would examine ity dainty charm., It was
ecalled ““The Wissahickon Drive, Philadel-
phia, U. 8. A" Many years afterward she
gaw it for the first time, and her heart
jumped us hearts do ghen they are given n
chance, /

plueid green water, the greal trees lean-
ing over it, the plepic parties along the
western marge, and the little boats splash-
ing about. is amazingly like the Thames at
Oxford,
the same, ufter all; but the lkeness here is
wo veul that T cansot forbear to mention
ft. But one has sn UDCANY Eense, as one
walks and watches the gleaming motors that
flit by lke the whiza of the Anciect Mari-

Two
elderly gentlemen ecame swiftly by in a
bright little gig with red wheels, drawn
by & spirited horse. With whut a smiling
cheer they gased nbout thew, Innocentl
happy in their lifelong pastime!
